Agricultural Dependence on 
Cattle. 

When hogs and sheep are doing 
well on the block, and when horses 
are selling well in market—and all 
these various kinds of stock are 
certainly as profitable now as in 
the average year—quite a stimulus 
is given locally to agriculture, and 
often this is sufficient to produce 
active prosperity in considerable 
districts. However, general pros- 
perity requires that there be pro- 
fit in catile. No one thing is of 
more importance to the general 
farmer thau that he be able to 
manufacture beef at a profit. The 
country is in better condition when 
cattle sell well and hogs and sheep 
are unprofitable than when the re- 
verse is the case. Hence the way 
in which cattle sell is a matter of 
vast importance to the farmer. If 
cattle should do in the next year or 
two what isso confidently expected 
of them—i.e., return to a profitable 
basis—general prosperity would 
receiye an impetus the value of 
which it would be difficult to esti- 
mate. And if cattle, hogs and 
sheep should all do well the people 
could afford to look with less con- 
cern ‘upon the probability of hav- 
ing to continue to grow wheat at 
low prices.

PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


Representative Dorsey of Ne- 
braska Appears Before the 


Committee. 
WasHINGTON, April 21.—Repre- 
sentative Dorsey of Nebraska to-day 


made an argument before the House 


Committee on Pacific Railroads upon 


the bill to secure the repayment of the 
indebtedness of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company to the government. He 
said the Wl generally would be ac- 
ceptable to the people of his section if 
the committee would consent to incor- 
porate an amendment that nothing in 


the act nor any of the acts of which 
this act is amendatory, shall be con- 
strued or interpreted so as to deny the 
right of any State in which the Uoon 
Pacific Railway Company orthe Cen- 
tral brauch of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company is operated, to control 
and regulate said roads, the same in 
all respects as those organized under 
the laws of the State. 

Mr. Dorsey said, in explanation of 
the amendment, that J udge Dundy, of 
Nebraska, bad rendered a decision to 
the effect that that part of the Union 
Pavific which was operated under the 
United States charter was not in con- 
trol of state government. There 
seemed to be but little opposition in 
the committee to the proposedeamend- 
ment, but it bas not yet been formally 
adopted. The committee decided to 
begin consideration of the case of the 
Central Pacific Railroad indebtedness 
next Friday.

THE STATE PRISON WARDEN. 


Suit te Test Powers of Board of 
Commissioners to Remove Him. 
Yesterday’s Carson Appeal says: 
Yesterday the following communica- 
tion was handed Frank McCullougb 
at the State Prison, by John Dormer, 
Secretary of the Board: 

Carson City, Nev., April 18, 1888. 


To Mr. F. J. McCullough, Warden 
State Prison, Nevada, SIR.— At a meet- 
ing of the Board of State Prison Com- 
missioners held this day, the following 
business was transacted : 
Attorney-General Alexander sub- 
mitted the following motion: 
That the order of the Board of State 
Prison Commissioners appointing Mr. 
F. J. McCullongh Warden of the Ne- 
vada State Prison be revoked, and that 
the said office be declired vacant; and 
that the Secretary of the Board serve 
acopy hereof upon Mr. F. J. McCul- 
lougb, with a demand for delivery to 
this Board of all property of the State 
now under his control; and that he 
cease to exercise any of the functions 
of the office of Warden; which motion 
was duly seconded by Secretary of 
State Dormer, and was passed by the 
following vote: Governor C. C. Steven- 
son, aye; Secretary of State J. M. 
Dormer, aye; Attorney-General J. F. 
Alexander, aye. 
Very respectfully yours, 
P. B. ELLIS, 
Clerk of Board.

I'm elected by the Legislature for 
two years, and I decline to give up the 
keys.”’

It is Lower Tnan Ever Known at 
This Season of the Lear. 


The Silver State saysthe Hum- 
boldt riveris lewer at present at 
this point than ever before at this 
season of the year. The warm 
weather instead of increasing the 
volume of water by melting the 
snows at its head, as is usually the 
case, seems to have a contrary effect 


this spring, and the water has fallen 
a foot or more iu the last week. 
This is attributed to dams above 
Battle Mountain, which divert the 
watersfrom their natural channel 
and leave the natural meadow lands 
along the stream, which are gen- 
erally flooded in the spring time, 
high and dry. 

f the river continues to fell there 
will not be enough water in the 
stream in afew weeks to irrigate 
the agricultural lands at Big 
Meadows aud the eonsequence will 
be short cropson the lower Hum. 
boldt. As the spring bas been the 
driest on record, the low stage of 
water in the river may be the result 
of natural causes, but, as before 
stated, the belief is general here 
that it is not.

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Oare of Sheep. 
Sheep require special atttention 
at this season of the year. It 
should be berne in mind that sheep 
at the present time are among the 
most profitable stock of the farm. 
As in other lines of stock, how- 
ever, good results cannot be se- 
cured without acareful attendance | 
on all theirwants. True, they will 
stand a measure of neglect and still 
bring something of returns; but it 
was long since learned that care 
and attention through the larger 
income secured much more than 
said the outlay. Sheep thrive 
much better when fed on fine hay 
made up of the mixed grasses na- 
tive to the soil, than on clean 
strawed timothy and red-top. This 
is why the hay from the intervals 
of the upper Kennebec is so much | 
prized for this kind of stock. Sheep 
are delicate on the matter of diet, 
and whether we like to or not it | 
becomes necessary to cater to their 
preferences. They must have a 
variety. It is desirable, too, espec- 
ially at this season of the year, that 
they be supplied with some food of 
a succulent nature, It seems to 
meet a want of theirs which dry 
food of any kind will not fill. Corn 
ensilage comes in here to good ad- 
vantage, and is the most econom- 
ical food of the kind that can be 
supplied. Linseed meal is an ex- 
cellent food for sheep at this season 
of the year, both in connection 
with the ensilage spoken of, and 
also to go with the dry fodder in 
the absence of succulent food. It 
keeps the digestive organs in a 
healthy working condition, and 
thereby promotes the appetite of 
the sheep while confined to a dry 
food. It is now kept for sale in 
the State at a cost of about one 
dollar and a half a hundred.
